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The Honor List Sires of 1942 


“Posch”’ Leads Again Followed by ‘‘Woodmaster”’ and ‘‘Sandy”’ 


OR the second successive year, King Posch Ormsby 
F of Winterthur, former Winterthur Farms herd sire, 
is acclaimed the leading Honor List Sire of the year 
according to the World point system explained in our 
issue of July 3 (see table at bottom of page 9 of that 
issue). “Old Posch’’, who has been well up among the 
leaders every year since 1936 when he was first on the 
list under the former system of point computation, this 
time scored 204 points, closely followed by Dunloggin 
Woodmaster, present senior sire at Dunloggin, with 194 
and Matador Segis Ormsby, former Carnation herd sire 
with 183 

Another Carnation bull, Governor of Carnation, is 
also mmuch in the limelight on this list. Himself fifth 
on the list with 138 points, he and his son, Sir Inka Star 
of Winterthur, make up the leading sire-son pair, and 
Governor with his 8 sons score a total of 462 points to 
make up the leading group of sire and all sons. 

We are unable to find any four-generation groups of 
Honor List sires this year, but there are plenty of three- 
generation groups of which eight score a total of over 
100 points each. The leading three-generation group is 
made up of Matador Segis Ormsby, Carnation Chieftain 
and Carnation Chieftain Piebe De Kol, scoring 246 
points.

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Let's Look at the Record on Bangs Disease 
Control 


By Dr. GEORGE H. CONN, Freeport, Illinois 


HILE practically every cattle owner is interested 
W in Bang’s disease control, very few have much 
opportunity to study the results of trying to control this 
disease except as he has experience in his own herd or 
sees the results secured in a few neighborhood herds. 
His knowledge of this disease as it affects the nation is 
limited. The following figures are taken from monthly 
reports published by the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the United States Department of Agriculture and cover 
the work being done throughout the United States.

A study of the above summary of the Bang’s disease 
control program from July 1, 1934, to April 30, 1943, 
(this is but 2 months less than 9 years) will prove some 
very definite facts about this program which is con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Animal Industry of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture in cooperation with the vari- 
ous states. 

This report shows that there are under Bang’s super- 
vision program slightly more than 29% of the total 
cattle population of the United States, which does not 


indicate that the cattle owners are very enthusiastic’ 


about a program when only 20% take advantage of it, 
during a period of 9 years. 

Officials who are responsible for the direction of this 
program consistently claim that they do not have suf- 
ficient help to carry on the proper supervision of the 
20% of cattle already on their lists, yet most of the 
states have not refused to take on new herds until re- 
cently. It is evident that it would be and is physically 
impossible to handle as many as 50% of the total cattle 
Population on any program that has been in use to date. 

It has long been known to practical cattle owners 
and their veterinarians that the blood test plan of Bang’s 
disease control was suitable only in a small percentage 
of the herds and under certain conditions, even though 
permanent results would not be likely to be secured un- 
der any conditions. This summary shows that the aver- 
age size of the herds that have been accredited was 8 
head of cattle. Owners of large herds that have made an 
effort to control Bang’s disease by blood testing have 
long since reached this same conclusion. 


A There are approximately 3000 counties in the United 
States, and on April 30, 1943, there were reported 568 
modified accredited counties to Bang’s disease. At first 
glance this might indicate that considerable and satis- 
factory progress was being made, but let us analyze 
these figures: Arkansas has 64 accredited counties; 
Georgia has 65; North Carolina has 100; Virginia has 
‘9; and West Virginia has 30 accredited counties. These 
® States have 334 of the 568 total or about 58% of the 
total. When we take into account the cattle population 
and the small size of the herds, as well as such factors 
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as commercial dairying, the trade in cattle, etc., it is 
evident that the results secured to date as indicated by 
modified accredited counties is not at all a record that 
any official can use as an argument to prove that the 
plan is practical and workable. 

This summary shows that 23 states do not have a 
single modified accredited county and that 11 states have 
less than 10 accredited counties each. 


While the Bureau of Animal Industry announced 
their approval of the vaccination of calves in the control 
of Bang’s disease, after a very satisfactory field trial of 
6 years, we find that during the first 28 months (from 
Jan. 1, 1941, to April 30, 1943) there have been offici- 
ally vaccinated only 334,410 calves, which we believe 
will amount to less than 1% of the calves which should 
rightfully have been vaccinated during that period. We 
find that 2 states have not reported the vaccination of a 
single calf, and 13 states vaccinated less than 1000 head 
each during this period. In some cases permission was 
refused even in badly infected herds where no other 
method of control could be used. It is evident that con- 
trol officials are doing all they can to hinder calfhood 
vaccination or there would have been many times this 
number of calves vaccinated up to the time this report 
was made. 

In spite of the fact that the Chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry still issues very satisfactory reports on 
the calf vaccination program (which was started on 
Jan. 1, 1936, and has been reported on up to Jan. 1942) 
as being an unusually successful project, there are still 
many federal and state control officials that either pre- 
vent the cattle owners making use of this plan through 
unreasonable red tape and regulations or discourage it 
entirely. It is difficult to understand why this is so. 


Many officials who are in charge of the Bang’s pro- 
grams in their respective states still insist that their 
program is going to be successful, in spite of the fact 
that a study of the record to date proves this to be 
untrue. On April 30, 1943, after approximately 9 years 
of this program there were accredited only 895,179 head 
of cattle from 41,991 herds or from herds with an av- 
erage of 20 head per herd. The number of cattle accred- 
ited in 9 years of this program represent about 1,2%, 
which means that at this rate it would require more 
time, professional help and money than can ever be 
made available to accomplish this. We will let the 
reader draw his own conclusions as to whether he thinks 
from the record made to date (in about 9 years) the 
blood test program will ever make it possible for the 
cattle owner to get rid of Bang’s disease. Our own opin- 
ion is that it will not do so. 


The Blood Test Program is Expensive 

There have been very few references to the cost of 
this Bang’s disease control program as far as the writer 
has been able to observe. A better understanding of the 
expense involved would in most minds put a different 
interpretation upon the practical value of this plan. 
Several months ago the author checked up on the costs 
of the federal and state programs for Bang’s disease 
control, and this took into account all expenses includ- 
ing indemnity paid for reactors, etc., and found that 
the total cost was at that time more than $105,000,000 
which, when figured on the basis of accredited herds 
and accredited cattle, showed a cost of $85.00 per head 
and a cost of $1176 per herd. The cost would now be 
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much higher for the reason that there has been a great 
reduction in the number of accredited herds and accred- 
ited cattle recently, whiche would increase these figures. 

Up to this point the author has aimed solely to show 
what results had been accomplished in the first 9 years 
of the Bang’s cooperate federal and state programs. The 
balance of this report will have to do with changes that 
have been rapidly taking place recently with regard to 
this program. The figures used are taken from or com- 
piled from a monthly summary prepared by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. 


Individuals who have been in a position to watch the 


reacting cows could be sold for slaughter with little or 
no loss on common cows, and since the demand for such 
cows was not very great, the owner did not always have 
a very great loss if the break was discovered early. Now 
with common cows selling at from $50.00 to $100.00 
more than beef price and purebreds at a much greater 
difference, the cattle owner is in for an extremely heavy 
financial loss when disposing of Bang’s reactors for 
slaughter. There is no getting away from the fact that 
the market value of cows has and always will have a 
very definite influence upon any Bang’s disease contro} 
program.

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FLOOR PLAN AND PERSPECTIVE OF MODEL SMALL BARN , 
Designed by Prof. K. L. Hatch, Wisconsin 
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Housing Dairy Cattle

HIS article Was inspired by a careful perusal of the 

1275-page Year Book of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, entitled “Keeping Livestock 
Healthy,” 1942. But it is strangely silent on methods 
py which livestock might be kept healthiest on the av- 
erage dairy farm. The slogan of the foreword is “Keep 
‘em Healthy” and proceeds to discuss at length certain 
yitamin deficiency diseases, but says nothing new about 
barn construction so that these diseases might be 
avoided. 

The attached barn plan is supposed to suggest 
something entirely new in barn construction that will 
provide for the admission into the calf quarters of the 
life-giving “ultra violet rays.” Some minor details of 
construction: you will note from the plan that the calf 
pen is located in what may be conveniently placed in 
the southeast corner of the barn. This will be sur- 
rounded by windows placed at a convenient angle of 
45° from the vertical, to provide for the admission of 
the maximum amount of ultra violet light. These win- 
dows will be made of a new material plastic that admits 
a maximum amount of ultra violet light. A tough un- 
breakable substance and highly transparent or even a 
special kind of glass may be used. Over this pen one 
ultra violet light bulb will be installed to make up for 
the dark days of winter. 


Some Other Details of Construction 

Complete freedom is permitted to every member of 
the herd by allowing a single pen to each animal. Old 
Governor Hoard used to be fond of saying:——‘‘The dairy 
cow is the foster mother of the human race.’’ Treat your 
dairy cows with every consideration you would like to 
have shown to your mother. 

Good Ventilation Assured 

Each cow is to be well supplied with fresh air either 

by the gravity system or by forced ventilation. 
Cows Are Kept Clean 

Provision is made for keeping animals as clean as 
possible. A special alley is provided for feeding and 
milking and a special entrance is allowed for the en- 
trance of a single unit milking machine. 

The animals are admitted to their pens through a 
special entrance and the manure is removed through the 
same entrance. 

The use of a single unit milker permits what all 
sood dairy men believe in — the separation of each 
cow’s milk from every other’s for separate weighing 
and testing. 

No Radical Innovations 

No new innovations in the way of expensive machin- 
‘ty are made necessary by this construction. The at- 
tached milk room anticipates the installation of a ‘“‘milk- 
‘ooler,” the single piece of new machinery that this 
plan anticipates. 

Low Cost Desirable 

The plan shown is believed to be adapted to the re- 

modelling of almost any good dairy barn. 
Plenty Room for Storage of Feed 

Provided that all hay is cut or ground and blown in, 
there is sufficient storage space allowed for 160 tons 
of hay and straw, sufficient to feed all animals that can 
be housed in this building. There is also room for 
toncentrates, which, with the silage that can be stored 
M the 12x30 silo will provide plenty of feed for the herd. 

The labor necessary to care for the nerd is reduced 
‘0 the absolute minimum. Every good dairy farm is 
tow “tooled up” so that if there is a silo-filler on the 
farm, no additional tools will be needed. 
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Fire Hazard Small 

If metal is used in this construction, the fire hazard 
is reduced to the minimum. Since it is always desirable 
to salt the first cutting heavily a liberal supply of salt 
can be run into the barn through the filler. This salt 
will absorb excess moisture and reduce danger of spon- 
taneous combustion. 

I’ll leave it for some one better qualified to speak 
on the advantages of grinding or pulverizing hay for 
feeding and storage. 

The author has spent his entire life time here at 
the University of Wisconsin. As Director of Agricul- 
tural Extension, it has been his job to take the findings 
of science and adapt them in a form usuable to the 
every-day farmer and as a practical dairy farmer him- 
self speaks of what he knows to be true; does not theor- 
ize. The difficult subject of ‘‘vitamin research’’ made 
famous here by such men as Hart, Steenbock, Halpin, 
Beach and Elvehjem does not easily lend itself to pop- 
ular treatment 


URGES LESS “SUPER-DO"” PROGRAMS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been reading your articles relative to super- 
registrations and have noticed that it was to be taken up 
by the Board of Directors at their June 4 and 5 meeting. 
While attending the recent sales at Elkhorn and Water- 
town and visiting with a number of farmers I have 
attempted to get their reaction to it. I was very much 
surprised to find that we do not have to do much probing 
in Wisconsin to get the reaction of the majority of the 
Wisconsin breeders. 

For a number of years our corporation has been very 
closely identified with the dairy industry in Illinois and 
Wisconsin, at various times having an interest in over 
eight hundred dairy herds, about 97% of them being 
Holstein herds and not over 2% of them have ever been 
registered Holstein herds. 

It always seemed a strange coincidence that a con- 
dition like this should exist in one of the largest milk 
producing sections in the United States and no attempt 
has been made whatever to correct it. Certainly the 
association by coming forward with such a thing as 
‘super-registration’ is just making a step in the opposite 
direction as the majority of farmers in Wisconsin and 
Illinois who are breeding cattle and milking cows are 
not interested in ‘super-do’ or ‘hopper-do’ programs with 
gold, leather or iron badges. Their oniy interest is in 
obtaining a better bull or a better heifer which event- 
ually will be a better producing dairy animal. 

It seems to me then that the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America should awake to the fact they are 
facing the same problem the Jersey people now face. 
That is, their association is made up by far of members 
—at least 95 %—interested in the dairy cow that can be 
taken home on the farm and bred and raised under farm 
conditions that will make them a return upon which they 
can make a living. Too many farmers in northern III- 
inois have been put over the barrel for bulls and cows 
from different sections of the country with fancy, high- 
pressure records on them and all having some ‘super-do’ 
stuff added to them. Only about 5% want it so why not 
spend the association’s money to better use among 95% 
of the association members? 

In the first place it would be worthwhile to get re- 
cognition of Dairy Herd Improvement Associition ree- 
ords for herd test work. At the present time you simply 
force your members in Illinois to pay the herd test and

Are We Making Progress? 

HERE are we going with the Bang’s Control pro- 

gram? Dr. Conn, in this issue, cites facts and 
figures which indicate we are rapidly going nowhere 
Officials in charge give their own explanations, but the 
fact remains that dairymen in general are not interested 
in continuing the test-and-slaughter method when the 
expense of its falls on them to pay. 

Owners of Certified Bang’s-Free herds, in large num- 
bers, do not continue their annual herd tests to main- 
tain certification at their own expense. Our better breed- 
ing herds, of course, conforming to the various require- 
ments for inter-state shipment, are continuing under the 
plan, but there is evident a definite feeling of rebellion 
against continued slaughter of blood reactors. Under 
present conditions, the loss on every animal slaughtered 
is serious, with market values so far above salvage and 
indemnity (if any) and the loss on the production front 
is even harder to justify. 

Vaccination is coming more and more into the pic- 
ture, both in breeding herds and in dairy herds, and it 
is gaining momentum. Many herds formerly certified 
that have run into trouble, are arranging to retain re- 
actors and are adopting calf vaccination. Where serious 
troubles have threatened or actually happened, adult 
vaccination of the whole herd is more and more coming 
into use. More than a few breeders owning valuable ani- 
mals have told us that the feeling of relief and security 
they now have since vaccinating their herds is beyond 
price—that they would never go back to the former 
methods. 


We expect Dr. Conn’s article to arouse some angry 
comment. His present position in this matter, however. 
is consistent with what he has been preaching for the 
past dozen years or more. It has been extremely ul- 
popular with control officials, who have maintained that 
it was possible to eliminate Bang’s disease by the same 
methods that licked bovine tuberculosis. The record 
of progress to date does not bear out that contention. 


Procedure in Electing Directors 

HE suspending of the Annual Convention this year 

and for the duration raised a new question as to the 
expiration of terms of directors. When the Board met 
in Chicago last month, Counsel C. M. Horn advised, as 
we reported in our issue of June 19, that the term of 
each director should be considered as being extended - 
year for each year without a convention. The reasoning 
was that in this way, when conventions were resumed, 
we would continue right where we left off, with the elec- 
tion of four new directors, each for the full four-yea! 
term. 

Upon further study of all angles of the problem, Mr. 
Horn has revised his opinion, and feels it would not be 
legal to consider all terms automatically extended The 
procedure now proposed is that all present directors 
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continue in office until a convention of members is held. 
At the first convention to be held, the terms of all di- 
rectors holding over beyond their elected period should 
be considered as expiring, but the terms of their suc- 
cessors should be correspondingly shortened. Thus, if 
a convention is held in 1944, eight directors would be 
elected. The successors of those whose terms expired in 
1943 would be elected for three years, and the other four 
for the full 4-year term. If the next convention should 
be in 1945, 12 directors would be elected; four for 2- 
year terms; four for 3-year terms and four for 4-year 
terms, depending upon the status of the term of the di- 
rector each is elected to succeed. 

This seems like a sound procedure and we feel will 
be approved by the membership. 


Dunloggin & Quon-quont 

ITH very sincere regret, we carry announcements 

in this issue of the forthcoming dispersal sales of 

two seed-stock breeding herds, both nationally famous 
for their contributions to Holstein progress. 

Dunloggin, home of the Pearls, Woodmaster and his 
sons, Lochinvar, etc., has been rated by impartial judges 
in other breeds as the greatest herd of dairy cattle of 
any breed in North America. There might be some to 
challenge that statement in its full broadness, but cer- 
tainly it rates in the forefront. It has really been com- 
ing into its own in recent years as the daughters and 
sons of Woodmaster have been coming to maturity, and 
Mr. Natwick’s decision is a tremendous loss to the breed. 
The Dunloggin breeding will, however, now have its 
immediate influence multiplied in many herds, although 
the tendency will be toward diffusion as these lines are 
merged with others. We hope some farsighted and 
ambitious breeder may go as far as necessary in price to 
keep together as a breeding unit the herd of the Dun- 
loggin program as laid out and developed by Paul 
Misner. 

The work of Quon-quont has been less spectacular 
Their lines have been largely their own, but they have 
built on Quon-quont Sir Modest a family that comes 
nearer than most breeders have ever reached to the 
ideal of the breed—-heavy production, test approaching 
4% on the average, and type that holds up its end in 
the show ring. The Sir Modest quality at Quon-quont 
has never been fully appreciated by the Holstein public. 
Now the failing health of Mr. Wells, coupled with the 
difficulty of securing sufficient competent help to take 
the detail of management off his shoulders, has forced 
the reluctant decision to sell them all at auction. Quon- 
quont was the pioneer Holstein herd in vaccination for 
Bang’s control. Dunloggin is in fact a branch experi- 
ment station of Maryland in this same subject. Never 
before has the public been offered an opportunity to buy 
8©0 Many good animals carrying the added insurance of 
vaccination. 

Forthcoming issues of the WORLD, carrying, as they 
will full details of these two famous herd offerings, will 
be studied with unusual eagerness by our readers.

H. J. Meierkord 


PARALYTIC stroke suffered two years ago, together 

with other complications, brought to a close the long 
and active career of Henry J. Meierkord in his home at 
Linn, Kansas, June 27.

The American Jersey Cattle Club 
held its 75th annual meeting at New 
York City June 2 with over 150 
members and guests present. A total 
of 1466 members were present in 
person or by proxy. Judge J. G. 
Adams of Bretmore Farms was 
elected president, succeeding Ira G. 
Payne, who was not a candidate for 
reelection. Secretary L. W. Morley’s 
annual report showed a good year 
for the organization. 184 new mem- 
bers joined, bringing the Club men- 
bership to 1811. tegistrations 
totalled 45,976 (a decrease of 25% 
because of a special fee moratorium 
the previous year) and _ transfers 
35719, an increase of about 8%. 
Texas was the leading state for both 
registrations and _ transfers. Star 
bull registrations totalled 2391, com- 
pared with 1369 the previous year. 
In the Register of Merit, 2960 rec- 
ords were accepted, an increase of 
9%. Herd Test work increased sub- 
Stantially and there are now 420 
Jersey herds containing 9772 cows 
in this branch of testing. Herd 
classification work also increased, 
with 7356 animals classified during 
the year. The report of Treasurer 
Clifford Ross showed total income 
of the Club was $300,288.53; ex- 
penses $278,838.58, leaving a net in- 
come of $21,449.95. Expense items 
of interest include $86,422.55 for 
Extension and Publicity, Advertising 
and Field work, not including execu- 
tive salaries. To Jersey Creamline, 
Inc., the Club lists total payments 
of $15,050.47.

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Dairymen’s League Annual Meeting 


Delegates to the 24th annual 
meeting of the Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association held re- 
vently in New York adopted a reso- 
jution calling for ‘ta blended price of 
at least $4 per hundredweight for 
milk.” 

Another resolution pointed to 
probable shortages in feed supplies 
for dairy cattle and poultry and in- 
structed the Association’s officers to 
“petition government authorities for 
prompt relief.”’ 

After asserting that the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
“has more than five times the per- 
sonnel it had during World War 1,” 
another resolution urged that gov- 
ernment activities be reviewed for 
the purpose of curtailment for the 
duration. 

Stressing the lack of labor and 
farm machinery, the delegates 
adopted a resolution calling for gov- 
ernment action to speed up move- 
ment of such machinery. 

Fred H. Sexauer of Auburn was 
reelected president of the League. 
Other officers reelected are: Henry 
H. Rathbun, New Hartford, N. Y., 
first vice president; L. M. Hardin, 
Sussex, N. J., second vice president; 
Ernest C. Strobeck, Macedon, N. Y., 
secretary; Leon A. Chapin, North 
Bangor, N. Y., treasurer; Ernest M. 
Dann, Hamden, N. Y., member Exec- 
utive Committee; George R. Fitts, 
Cortland, N. Y., executive assistant. 

Directors re-elected for three year 
terms are: L. M. Hardin, Sussex, N. 
J.; James P. Candon, Pittsford, Vt.;

President Sexauer in his annual 
address stated that “‘the present sys- 
tem of price fixing on food products 
has all the elements of a national 
scandal and the making of a ghastly 
tragedy.”’ 

He said that “low price levels es- 
tablished by government edict dur- 
Ing periods of scarcity have brought 


disaster on every oceasion since the 
time of the Roman Empire.” Charg- 
_ that “regulation of farmers’ milk 
prices has become a political foot- 
ball,” Mr 


. Sexauer declared: 
“The basic problem of securing 
sufficient production to assure dairy 
broducts for our army, civilian popu- 
lation ami allies has either been 
‘snored or so submerged in the 
clutter of social reform that the pub- 
lie is unaware of the true facts.”’ 


Describing “food 
sound 


rationing as 
practice only to the extent’’ 
that it equitably divides supplies, Mr. 
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Sexauer continued, “but rationing to 
conceal the failure of price ad- 
ministration and the advancement of 
social reform is a perversion of gov- 
ernment power and an outrage upon 
the citizens.’’ 

Mr. .Sexauer told the 1,400 farm- 
ers from all parts of the New York 
Milk Shed attending the meeting 
that “OPA has not been objective in 
its approach to the problems it faced, 
laudable as the objectives might 
have been. It began with bias, dis- 
crimination and a persecutive com- 
plex. It was definitely anti-farmer.”’ 


“OPA has shown an almost total 
lack of knowledge of human nature. 
Apparently acting on the assumption 
that every American citizen is dis- 
honest ... they have created such a 
tangled mess of the economic life of 
the nation that it is doubtful that it 
can be untangled without a shock 
more disruptive to the public than 
the conditions they tried to correct. 

“On milk they have been com- 
pletely wrong. They have discrimi- 
nated between markets and procras- 
tinated. . They ignore the wisdom 
and knowledge of farm leaders, who 
could have planned a program that 
would stimulate production to more

the same figures, the same charts, the same tester does 
the same job in both instances but one being called 
herd test is official and the other, because it is the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association, does not mean 
anything although they are taken at the same time. 
That is certainly a ‘super-do’ economy operation to the 
highest degree. 

For a number of years I have had my cattle in 
D.H.1.A. and found it quite satisfactory. With a herd of 
better than one hundred that I can afford to keep in herd 
test if I saw fit, I have definitely decided now to take 
them out as I fail to see where under the present set-up 
it is a contribution to the betterment of the herd. It 
is just simply a recognition of a practice that should be 
corrected. The only way it probably can be corrected is 
to refuse to use it even though it is not a financial bur- 
den. I realize that one dropping out means nothing, 
but from the rumbles and discussions you hear I think 
it would be time well spent by our association directors 
to begin to give consideration in the future to plans that 
will benefit the large percentage of the members of your’ 
association, in fact the members who make the assoc- 
jation possible rather than the ones who make full page 
ads possible through a few outstanding, high-pressure 
records.

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Labor Saving Methods and Devises 
The Bathtub Does Its Bit 

Mr. Robert Rumler, County Agricultural Agent, 
Williamsport, gave some interesting and helpful infor- 
mation about the effects of our improved water supply 
upon the milk yields in the herd of one of his country 
dairymen. 

“The humble bathtub has gone to war on the J. D. 
Lunger farm in Lycoming County. This tub is doing its 
bit to increase the milk production of the Lunger herd. 
It is serving as a simple and practical method of keeping 
water before the milking herd at all times. This tub 
which was installed between the years 1941 and 1942, 
is largely responsible for increasing butterfat production 
of the herd from 331.2 pounds of fat per cow to 436 
pounds of fat. 

In the herd there were eight cows with almost iden- 
tical production periods for both years. The following 
facts on these eight cows definitely prove the value of 
a constant supply of water to the milking herd: 


1941 1942 
Average days milked 314 324 
Average lbs. of milk produced 6433 8830 
Average pounds fat 342.9 452.9 
Income above feed cost $688.96 $1142.50 
Value of product $1226.30 $1889.72 


Feed per pound of milk 3 2.6 

The above figures indicatte an increase in the value 
of product of $663.42. Of this amount $215.51 re- 
presented an increase in the price of milk. Consequently 
the difference in the management of the herd so far as 
watering is concerned accounted for an increase of 
$445.91 or an average of $55.74 per cow. 

It should be further understood that for a six months 
period these cattle were on pasture which meant that 
they were at that time getting all the water needed for 
the higher rate of milk production.’’

These figures show that about 45% of the accredited 

herds dropped or lost their accreditation in a 2-month 

period. Several of the states that were doing an ex- 

tensive business in cattle and also where large sums 

had been spent on the Bang’s program, had very heavy 


losses. 


The State of Wisconsin

The reader will please note that the figures on Wis- 
consin were taken covering January and February 1943 
(2 months) while some in this report cover 3 months. 
The answer to these losses will be given as much as 
possible by some official in the state. 

Here is what James S. Healy, Inspector in Chests, 
wrote to the State Veterinarian, who sent the writer a 
copy of the answer. I quote as follows: 

“Referring to your inquiry as to the Bureau compila- 
tion contained in the Summary for Brucellosis (Bang’s 
Disease Control) work as of Feb. 28, 1943: I note the 
changes cited, that certified herds were reduced from 
$3,826 as of Jan. 1, 1943, to 6,487 as of Feb. 28, 1943, 
and that the cattle under supervision were reduced from 
1,473,995 as of Jan. 1, 1943, to 986,624 as of Feb. 28, 
1943. This reduction in the number of cattle under 
supervision is an error, due to the fact that in making 
reduction in the number of certified herds, the clerk de- 
ducted the number of cattle in certified herds that were 
permitted to lapse, 487,371, from the number under 
supervision. These herds still remained under super- 
vision in the area tested counties, as did also the num- 
ber of cattle, and therefore, the number of herds and 
the number of cattle which lapsed in certification, should 
not have been deducted from the figures contained un- 
der the caption, ‘Herds and Cattle Under Supervision.’ 
The figures under this caption as of Feb. 28, 1943, 
should have been ‘Herds, 82,506, Cattle, 1,480,630.’ 

“In order that you may have the details clearly be- 
fore you, | am quoting an excerpt from a letter ad- 
dressed to the Bureau at the time this change was made 
in our report: ‘We are aware that in the next publica- 
tion the number of accredited herds will be very much 
less than appeared in the former publication, and that 
is as it should be. The situation is due to several 
factors- 

(1) The first is that the majority of these herds 
were located in area-tested counties, and the fact that 
counties are tested and under supervision, and infected 
herds quarantined, they seemingly felt that this was 
adequate protection. 

(2) Stimulated programs for production have caused 
a demand for cattle with satisfactory prices, regardless 
of the status of the herd, therefore owners would not 
spend the money to hire a recertification test. 


(3) Local veterinarians have been too busy to give 
that phase of the work, the attention that would pro- 
mote testing in a large number of herds. 

(4) A shortage of clerks and turn-over of help in 
the office deferred the removal of herds which should 
have been dropped from the list, until the recent survey 
was Made, which caused the removal of this large num- 
ber of herds.’ 

“We anticipate a continued reduction in the num- 
ber of certified herds, as it will simply be a repetition of 
what occurred at the time the tuberculosis eradication 
campaign was in full swing, as the counties became 
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tested, infected herds located and quarantined, the own- 
ers of accredited herds did not feel the necessity for 
test (insurance), and the number decreased. However, 
the number of herds and cattle under supervision wij! 
not decrease.” 

While I do not have all the information before me, 
I do know that for 6 months prior to this report that 
the modified accreditation position in Wisconsin did not 
change. It seems that such conditions as this should 
not be permitted to exist —- if Wisconsin has only 6,487 
accredited herds, she should not be permitted to list 
33,826. 

The State of Michigan 

The following figures were taken from the summary 
of Bang’s disease control program which is published 
monthly for the information of those interested in this 
subject: 


On Dee. 31, 1942—Total aecredited herds ......... . 3217 
On Feb. 28, 1943—Total accredited herds .......... 1314 
Total loss in 2 months accredited herds ........... .. 1903 


The author’s inquiry as to these figures brought the 
following reply from C. H. Clark, State Veterinarian. | 
quote as follows: 

“This will reply to your letter of April 6. The figures 
you mention in regard to accredited herds in Michigan, 
are very misleading. 1903 Michigan herds did not lose 
their accreditation during that period of time. The num- 
ber of accredited herds is constantly changing for vari- 
ous reasons and we do not have clerical help enough to 
keep a current balance. The figure given on the report 
made for December 1, 1942, was very erroneous. 

“It was a sort of accumulative total from which the 
herds that had lapsed had not been removed. Soon 
after that the records of the herds that had lapsed dur- 
ing the past several years were removed from the files 
and the total given in January, 1943, was substantially 
correct. Most of our herds become accredited upon tests 
made by federal veterinarians without cost to the owner. 
A great many of these owners discontinue rather than 
go to the expense of employing a private practitioner 
to reaccredit the herd. Ordinarily this number is off-set 
by new herds that are becoming accredited. 

“During the last year the activities of the federal 
veterinarians in regard to testing miscellaneous herds 
were materially reduced due to financial and man power 
reasons. Our records show that about five percent of 
our accredited herds become re-infected and a good 
share of this is due to addition of infected animals con- 
trary to the regulations and to contact with infected 
neighboring herds.”’ 

The reader can reach his own conclusions from this 
information. 

What Nebraska Official Said 

The following figures taken from the same Bureau 

of Animal Industry reports: 


On Dec. 31, 1942—Total accredited herds .......... .. 449 
On Feb. 28, 1943—Total accredited herds ........... a 
Total loss of accreditation 369 


A letter addressed to the officials in charge, brought 
a reply from J. R. Snyder, Chief of the Bureau of Anima! 
Industry, which is as follows: 

“In reply to yours of April 6th, relative to Bang’s 
Disease control in Nebraska, your communication indi- 
cates that you have received information to the effect 
that Nebraska lost 359 herds certified for Bang’s Disease 
from January 1, 1943, to February 28, 1943. This state- 
ment seems to be very much in error. I wish to correct 
this as we have only had 79 Bang’s Disease certified 
herds in Nebraska from January 1, 1942, to January 1, 
1943. 24 herds are delinquent at this time, leaving 55 
herds in this state of this date. 

“In explanation of these losses of certified herds, it 
is my opinion that they have dropped their certification 
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for the reason that when they once become certified at 
state or federal expense, they are then returned to the 
owner for recertification at his expense by local, prac- 
ticing veterinarians. Many of these herd owners are 
interested in eliminating reactors so long as this can be 
accomplished at public expense, and this accounts for 
the loss of these herds which have been under state or 
federal supervision. It is possible that a shortage of 
farm and ranch labor for the handling of these herds 
may have some part in this reduction of certified herds.”

A letter sent to the responsible state official brought 
this reply signed by Ralph L. West, Secretary and Ex- 
ecutive Officer. I quote: 

“T have your letter of April 6th requesting informa- 
tion regarding the number of herds. in Minnesota certi- 
fied as Bang’s disease-free herds. 

“The summary of the Bang’s disease control program 
for the Bureau of Animal Industry for February, 1943, 
is not available to me and I am therefore, unable to 
know just what figures you are referring to. On Janu- 
ary 1, 1943, there were 256 certified herds in Minnesota, 
and on April 1, 1943, 298 herds or an increase of 42 
herds. There were also 64 herds in which the certifi- 
cates expired because of failure on the part of the owner 
to submit his herd to a test. In all probability, most of 
these herds will be re-certified within the next few 
months. 


“T have conferred with Dr. W. J. Fretz, the Federal 
Inspector in Charge of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
in Minnesota, from whom the figures are obtained for 
the summary, and he informs me that it is probable he 
gave the number of herds which had been certified dur- 
ing the month of February, rather than the total num- 
ber of herds in Minnesota. A very small number of 
herds in Minnesota have lost their certificates because 
of the fact that reactors have been found therein. As 
you know, provided not more than one reactor is found 
in such a herd, they may be reinstated upon passing a 
negative test in less than sixty days thereafter. If more 
than one reactor is disclosed on a retest for certifying a 
herd, it is necessary that such herds pass three negative 
tests at least six months apart before being reinstated. 
I wish to state that the number of owners signing the 
agreements for the application for Bang’s disease tests 
to apply towards certifying their herds as Bang’s dis- 
ease-free, is increasing monthly, also the testing of cat- 
tle for Bang’s disease in Minnesota, under the Area 
Plan, is giving surprisingly good results.” 

Other letters were sent out to a few other states and 
some replied, but there is nothing in any of the other 
letters that has not been covered in those given here. 
Thinking that the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try of the United States Department of Agriculture 
might give me some additional information, I wrote him 
on May 25, and his reply was signed by A. W. Miller, 
Acting Chief of Bureau, and is as follows: 


“This will acknowledge your letter of May 25, mak- 
ig inquiry concerning the reduction in the number of 
fully accredited herds in connection with the brucellosis 


(Bang’s disease) work among cattle, as shown on the 
monthly summaries prepared by this Bureau. 

“In February and March of this year a revision of 
records of accredited brucellosis-free herds was 
made. In some States it was found that the records 
were misleading because when herds were not retested 
for reaccreditation they were allowed to remain on the 
accredited list. After these herds were removed, a 
sreat reduction in the number of accredited herds was 
July 17, 
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shown in Wisconsin, and this was true to some extent in 
some of the other States. 

“Of course there are some accredited herds in which 
reactors are found on retests but the percentage of such 
herds is quite small. 

“Another factor that has entered into this matter 
has been the establishment of modified Bang’s disease- 
free areas. These areas often contained fully accredited 
herds but they were not maintained as such after the 
entire county was placed in a modified accredited 
status.” 

The reader has probably by now reached the same con- 
clusion as that of the author, which is that the records 
as sent in by many state officials on Bang’s disease con- 
trol to the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
from which the monthly reports are tabulated, have been 
of very doubtful value. There seems little, if any, excuse 
for these errors in such important work as this. 

It must also be evident to the reader that most of- 
ficials who still profess to see a rosy future for the pres- 
ent Bang’s disease control plan (as now being conduct- 
ed) are simply “whistling to keep their courage up.” 
It looks as though cattle owners are getting wise to the 
fact that there is a better, more practical and more eco- 
nomical way to get rid of Bang’s disease, and they are 
expecting that plan to be working for them soon. It 
seems to the author that these cattle owners from now 
on are going to insist on a Bang’s disease program (if 
they are to have one) that is simplier, quicker, better 
and cheaper. Such a program can be put into effect and 
with profit and satisfaction to all, and the basis of such 
a plan is VACCINATION. 

It must also be apparent to the cattle owner that 
present conditions are being used by the federal and 
state officials to throw the responsibility of cleaning up 
these herds that contain reactors upon the local veterin- 
arian and that the expense of same must be paid by the 
cattle owner. In other words, the officials still want to 
retain supervision over the herd but they do not want 
to accept any of the responsibility when there is any 
Bang’s disease present. It seems strange to the author 
that the officials would think the cattle owner and his 
veterinarian would be such easy marks as to accept such 
herds after the officials have failed with them and still 
permit these same officials to have supervision and 
authority over these herds. ‘No, thanks! We have 
enough,” says the cattle owner and his veterinarian. 
‘From now on we will do it our way or not at all.”’ So 
thousands of herd owners have not re-accredited their 
herds. Cattle owners now know that you can have a 
Bang’s free herd without the blood test and all that goes 
with it —- so many of them have and are proceeding to 
get such herds — either by vaccinating their calves or 


their adult cattle or by vaccinating both when necessary.

MINNESOTA BROOD COW 


Glen J. Johnson, County Agricul- 
tural Agent at Anoka, Minn., sends 
us the story of an interesting old 
brood cow and her family at the 
Anoka State Hospital. She is Qual- 
ity Park Miss Dean Mercedes, born 
September 29, 1930, and purchased 
by the state for the Hospital herd 
in the Quality Park Farms disper- 
sal at Hudson, Wis., six years ago. 

Since coming into the Anoka herd 
she had made five records averag- 
ing 576.7 lbs. fat on two-time milk- 
ing, dropping a calf every calendar 
year, and she has an average of 574 
lbs. fat for seven lactations, with 
two other lactation records of about 
this same level not included in her 
lifetime production. These two have 
somehow been mislaid and are at 
present in the process of being re- 
covered. 

She has in the herd at the pres- 
ent time, five offspring, three fe- 
males and two males. One daugh- 
ter, Anokastat Miss Dean Ormsby, 
sired by K.B.K.O. 14th, produced 
465.3 lbs. fat with 3.9% test in her 
first lactation. The second daughter 
has produced 375 lbs. of fat in the 
first 326 days of her first-calf lac- 
tation. The third daughter is a 
bred heifer. One of her two sons 
is in service in the Hospital herd, 
sired by Man-O-War Return King, 
proven Anoka herd sire, and her 
last calf, a bull, is a full brother to 
this one. 


The Anoka herd was started on 
test in 1936, and now has a seven- 
year average of 405 lbs. fat on two- 
time milking on an average number 
of 46 cows. The top producing in- 
dividual in the herd has a record 
of 783 lbs. fat in 283 days. 


Sparkplug in the management of 
the herd is Howard Cox, herdsman, 
who with the cooperation of Dr. 
Walter P. Gardner, Superintendent, 
is making it the source of some of 
the best breeding stock in central 
Minnesota 
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“Granny’’, as the old cow is af- 
fectionately known, is a daughter 
of his Ormsby Segis Mercedes, and 
from an 802-lb. fat daughter of 
Dean of the Ormsbys.

Back in 1929 and 1930 The Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association con- 
ducted 160 cooperative pasture tests 
in the 13 Northeastern States and 
Canada.

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FLIES 

For the rest of the summer and 
fall we will be seeing too much of 
them. Flies at best are not an appeal- 
ing subject for discussion. Even so, 
| will impose on you long enough to 
venture into the subject. 

A recent study reported from the 
Kansas State Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station gives some interesting 
facts about flies. You can probably 
put some of these to practical use. 
The study shows the following: 

1—Under Kansas conditions the 
house fly was the only fly of im- 
portance in barn fly control. (This 
would hold generally for the East 
100.) 

9—Only one-fourth as many 
screened barns as in un- 
screened barns when _—_— systematic 
manure disposal and daily barn 
sprays to kill flies were practiced. 
3—In clean screened barns with- 
out bedding and sprayed daily the 
number of flies brought in by the 
cows was not important. In bedded 
barns more flies were brought in by 
the cows. The odor of the straw was 
thought to attract them. 

4—-Daily spraying to kill flies was 
ineffective in bedded barns unless 
screened. 

5—Flies migrate toward light. 
More than five times as many flies 
were found on the inside of screens 
as on the walls. This explains the 
effectiveness of window fly traps and 
electric screens. It also indicates an 
advantage generally recognized for 
dark quarters in avoiding flies. 

6—When one side of a barn was 
scrubbed and the other left bedded 
down there were eight times as 
many flies on the bedded side as on 
the clean side. 

7—There were fewer flies on 
freshly limed floors than on unlimed

10—Eight different sprays (three 
of them nationally advertised com- 
mercial sprays) showed definite 
variations in their ability to kill— 
lesser differences in their knock- 
down ability. 

Satisfactory results were ob- 
tained when 1 c.c. of spray was used 
per 36 cu. ft. of barn volume. Twice 
this amount made the floors slippery. 
(At the rate of 1 c.c. per 36 cu. ft. 1 
pt. of spray would be adequate for 
a barn with an 8 ft. ceiling, 36 ft. 
in width and 60 ft. long.) 

These are some of the things they 
found out about flies in Kansas. 
Maybe there is something here that 
will give you an idea on improving 
your own fly control practices.

These research workers fed ex- 
perimental animals a synthetic mix- 
ture of all of the known nuirients of 
milk. They fed other experimental 
animals the complete food-milk. The

Although many nutritionists have 
indicated that there might be fur- 
ther nutritive substances in milk 
than have been discovered, this is 
the most recent proof of that fact.

In the New Red Book 


A study of Vol. 14 of the Red Book just received, together with previous volumes shows no 
less than 20 sires with indexes above 500 Ibs. fat that are either listed as owned by one of 
the Wisconsin State Institutions or which were bred in one of these State-owned herds. 
These 20 sires have indexes ranging from 503 to 835 lbs. fat, three of them above 700 Ibs. 
fat and nine of them above 600 lbs. fat. The average of the indexes of these 20 Wiscon- 
sin sires is 609 lbs. fat. 





These 20 sires whose indexes average over 600 lbs. fat were either bred or used 
in eight different Wisconsin State Institution herds. Our record in this respect 
might be even better but for the fact that several of our more highly developed 
Holstein herds do all their testing in AR, whereas these indexes are of course com- 
puted from Herd Test records only.

Under this rule a breeder may no longer use a prefix name as a suffix for an animal not of 
his own breeding. For example, John Doe having reserved the prefix ““Doe Farm” would be 
refused permission to name an animal Nancy Pontiac of Doe Farm, if she was not of his 
Breeders who import animals from Canada should take special notice of 
this change from our previous practice. We recommend that animals imported from Can- 
ada be reregistered in our Herd-Book under their Canadian names if possible.

That gives “Governor” 9 over 1000 Ibs. of 
fat out of the first 12 tested, and none of these 12 has produced less than 900 Ibs.

We might say a lot more about that record, for this latest 1082-lb. fat 
cow is what we would call an “average” “Governor” daughter in production, test, 
size, type, and udder. She produced 200 lbs. more fat in a year than her dam, for 


example, but what we want to mention particularly at this time is udder develop- 
ment. 


We are using a son of “Governor” (Carnation Governor Imperial) and 
a grandson of “Governor” (Carnation Renown) in this herd, and have many of 
the daughters of these 2 All-American bulls coming on. And when you look at 
the udders on all the daughters, granddaughters, and great-granddaughters of 
“Governor” in this herd, you are sure this is the breeding you want to tie to.
